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Also returned the bill which originated in the senate, en-
titled, a supplement to:the act entitled, an actto defifie and
enlarge the powersof courts of equity, cndorsed ¢“will
pass with the proposed amendmems.”

Which amendments, were read and assented to, and were
as follows: : L

Strike out the word “special in the 6th line and in-
sert the word “general. ’.

Strike out the 5th section, and in place thereof insert
the following: e

«“And be 1t enacted, That hereafter 1n all causes in the
court of chancery, or in any county court as a court of
equity, all objection to the competency of witnesses and
the admissibility of evidence, and to the sufficiency of the
averments of the bill or petition, shall be made by excep-
tion filed in the cause,and no point relating-to the com-
petency of witnesses or the admissibility of evidence,or
suffieiency of the averments of the bill or petition shall
be raised in such causes in the courtof appeals, or noti-
ced or dctermined, oracted upon by the court of appeals
unless it shall plainly appear that such point had been
raised by exceptionsas aforesaid, in said court of chance-
ry or county court, and in allcauses in the court of chan-
cery, or any county court, as a court of equity, it shall
be the duty of the said courts to ale their opinions for
or in respect of any final decree or decreted order when-
eversuch decree or order shall have passed upon argu
ment, oral or in writing, on part of any of the parties in

~ such causes.”

Strike out the 6th section and insert:
